THE COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF ALBANY DOES ORDAIN AS

Section 1: Definitions. 

Whenever im this Ordinance 
the words or phrases hereinafter 
in this section defined are used, 
they shall have the _ respective 
meanings assigned to them in the 
following definitions (unless in 
the given instance, the context 
wherein they are used shall chear- 
ly import a different meaning): 

a. ‘Council’ shall mean the

and flats, 

d. “Commercial Building” 
shall mean any building lo- 
cated in the commercially 
zoned area 
Albany. 

e. “Subdivider”’ refers to a 
person, firm, corporation, part- 
nership or association who 
causes land to be divided into 
a subdivision for himself or 


for others. 
f. “Plumbing Fixtures’’ shall 
mean approved receptacles 


and/or devices intended to re- 
ceive water, liquids, or other 
permissible wastes, and dis- 
charge the same into a soil 
pipe, waste pipe, or special 
waste pipe with which they 
are connected. 

g. “Soil Pipe’ shall mean 
any pipe that conveys the dis- 
charge of water closets, with 
or without the discharge from 
other fixtures, to the house 
drain or house sewer. 

h. ‘‘Waste Pipe’ shall mean 
any pipe and/or fitting which 
directly conveys the discharge 
of any plumbing fixture, re- 
ceptacle, apparatus or device, 
except water closets, to a soil 
pipe, house drain or house 
sewer. 

i. “Special Waste Pipe’’ shall 
mean any pipe or fitting which 
indirectly conveys liquid waste 
to a drainage system by dis- 
charging into any approved 
plumbing fixture or receptacle 
which is directly connected to 
a soil or waste pipe, 

Section 2: Establishment of 
Connection Charges.
